Riled on Coast 


Situation in Bad Shape With 
Some Producers Accused of 
“Cheating” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—The union m 
tion picture studio situation on the West 
Coast is in bad shape, according to an 
official union source here. Altho an 
agreement satisfactory to both union 
and the producers was reached nearly a 
year ago, giving 100 per cent recognition 
to organized theatrical labor in the pro- 
duction of pictures and setting up a 
board of arbitration to settle’all troubles 
conditions have not been wholly satis- 
factory to the unions involved 

While some companies have lived up 
to the strict letter of agreements, there 
are some that have been “cheating”, as 
one union official put it.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Ten years is not 
leng in the span of life promised average 
humanity. but it looks Ike a wide gap 
in the vaudeville world. Today we hear 
much noise and shouting from the house- 
tops of innovations, improvements and 
novelties in vaudeville. Some of this 
commotion might be justified Un- 
doubtedly, wonderful improvements have 
been made in the architectural beauty, 
acoustics and comfort to patrons of 
vaudeville theaters. But have the passing 
years brought so many changes that it 
would be hard to differentiate between 
1917 and 1927?

When $100 Represents $27 


Not infrequently $100 earned thru me- 
chanical royalties in England on 
American song nets the American pub- 
lisher $27. One English firm, for 
stance, charges 10° for collecting from 
the mechanical companies, then deduct 
50% for his bit, and winds up by sub- 
tracting 20° of what is left for Eng- 
lish Govefnment tax 

After the century note has passed thru 
these cutting operations it has 
pared down to $36—-and when the Amer- 
ican publisher turns over 25% of the re- 
mainder to the writers, he is left with 
$27 for his share. What one song writer 
cannot get thru his crainum is why the 
English publisher should want a com- 
mission for collecting. No American pub- 
lisher charges English firms for this serv- 
ice. Maybe you can tell him.

any report to the Chorus Equity and 
some of the members get a higher 
salary. In such cases, the bond is ob- 


viously not enough to cover a full two 
weeks’ salary. 


The association does not get a bond 
for return fare. It is obvious why such 
a bond is impossible. There is no pos- 


sible way of knowing in what town a 


company will strand. In getting a bond 
for two weeks’ salary, the association 
guarantees its members’ szlary for the 


time that they have actually worked 
If the members report the first week 
that salaries are not paid, the second 
week's salary in lieu of notice will cover 
return fare and generally a little over 

Membcrs who are to receive salary 
from the bond cannot expect payment 
as quickly as tho the salary was paid

In an article 
headed “Little Theater Is Civic Need”, it 
states: 

“With the road show plays rarer each 
year, with no stock show promised to 
answer the craving for drama that exists 
here as it does among a large group in 
every community, the Beaumont Little 
Theater sees in this city a ripe field 
for the sort of endeavor its type of or- 
ganization has outlined, according to its 
officials, now busy assembling plays, tal- 
ent and materials for the winter season.” 
The article then proceeds to explain why 
the little theater is popular and why the 
road show finds it impossible to function 
and points out the cultural value of the 
civic theater.

HOWARD SOUTHGATE 
STAGES A FIESTA 


Howard Southgate, director of the Mi- 


son, 


Sierra's 


ami Little Theater, Miami, Fla. who 
staged the Santa Fe Fiesta this year, was 


a visitor in New York, before returning 
to Florida, where he will take charge 
of a series of six plays, one of which 
Daniel Frohman has promised to direct. 
Mr. Southgate tells us that there is a 
movement in Miami to build a fine new 
theater. With an acting crew of 200 
individuals, most of whom have had 
professional experience, the Little The- 
ater at Miami! expects to do some very 
worth-while productions 

Mr. Southgate declared that the Santa 
Fe Fiesta was one of the most impressive 
performances he had ever seen enacted, 
with much of the democratic aspect of 
the little theater. The Fiesta, first held 
in 1712, is now enacted by a combination 
of racial clements, the Pueblo Indian

element, the old Spanish element and 
our own American element represented 
by the best artists. 

Los Moros, one of the dramatic specta- 
cles of the Fiesta. has the reputation of 
being the first play to be done on Ameri- 
can soil by the Spanish soldiers of Onate 
in 1590 (an early amateur presentation). 
It represents a battle between the Chris- 
tians and the Moors, still played in the 
original manner—on horseback. As the 
play is enacted each year by the people, 
the players are very proficient, according 
to Mr. Southgate. 

Other features of the Fiesta were a 
dramatic spectacle put on by Thomas 
Wood Stevens of the Goodman Theater, 
Chicago, and a dancing contest between 
various Indian tribes, symbolizing a deer 
hunt, during which antlers are worn by 
the Indians. “This ritual and other In- 
dian dances are performed in a manner 
which convinces the spectator that the 
Indians have a great dramatic sense,” 
declares Mr. Southgate. 


LITTLE THEATER IN 
CATHOLIC PARISH 


Word comes from the Pittsburgh Cen- 
ter of the Drama League of America 
that the former Sacred Heart Parish 
House on Center avenue, East End, has 
been transformed into a little theater at 
an expense of many thousands of dollars. 
The theater is equipped with dressing 
rooms and other features found in up-to- 
date auditoriums and stages. The pur- 
pose of the transformation is to stimu- 
late and cultivate dramatic talent in the 
Sacred Heart grade and high schools, 
and among adult members of the parish 
The Sacred Heart Parish has two halls 
and two stages, so that two dramatic 
productions may be rehearsed at the same 
time. Plays will be given in English, 
French, Spanish and Latin.

CHICAGO'S LITTLE 
“ALLEY” THEATERS 

A Chicago daily reports that Chicago is 
dotted with tiny playhouses, more than 
@ score centering in the Bohemian dis- 


trict on the near north side, between 
North avenue and south to Ontario 
street. These theaters are reported as 


money-getters, hundreds of disappointed 
patrons being turned away at the per- 
formances held on Saturday and Sunday 
nights, the only nights during the week 
when these theaters open their doors 

“Practically all of the theaters are lo- 
cated in alleys and the buildings housing 
them are often rat-infested, dilapidated 
and dimly lighted. Many are reached 
by nothing more than tunnels or trap 


doors in the walls or over a creaking 
stairway across an alley,” declares the 


article, written by Copeland C. Burg, 
who adds that “artists, writers, ‘parlor- 
pinks’, radicals and seekers of fame in 
Similar avocations and livelihoods make 
up the audiences.” 

The Dill Pickle is located in a barn- 
like building on a north-side alley. The 
Black Cat is another alley house. An- 
other little theater on North Clark street 
attracts many patrons, it is said, thru ap- 
peal to radicals and socialists, featuring 
plays designed to attract that element, 
being located in the rear of a bookstore 
specializing in radical literature.

MONG the really informative, con- 
structive and intelligent theatrical 


matter emanating from New York 
and being distributed thruout the coun- 
try are the articles by Lemue: Fr. Par- 
ton, whose writings are syndicated under 
covyvright by the Consolidated Press As- 
sociation. One of his iate releases. deal- 
ing with the revival of interest in the 
drama, follows: 

“Recent developments marking the ine 
creased demand for published plays, with 
other incidents showing the heightening 
interest in the theater. are convincing

Horses were work- 
ing on the track, Shoshone and Bannock 
Indians were pitching camp, concession- 
aires were erecting their stands and 
motor trucks were plying back and forth 
with hay and grain for the round- 
up stock. Up town the hotels were be- 
ginning to fill, as every train brought in 
performers. and streets were filled with 
strange faces. Across fhe river, on Broad- 
way, the Bernardi Exposition Shows, re- 
splendent in a blaze of color, were set- 
ting up, preparatory to doing their part 
in the night entertainment. Ten-gallon 
hats, high-heeled boots and bright-col- 
ored shirts of cowboys were in sharp con- 
trast to the drab-colored business attire 
of citizens. Cowboys here to perform in 
the roundup today were combing the ter- 
ritory north of Ashton in search of two 
wandering buffaloes, part of a consign- 
ment to be used in the show here. The 
animals escaped from their crates when 
Eph Burch's truck turned over Sunday 
afternoon. Burch notified round-up 
headquarters here that he was minus two 
buffaloes, and Manager Dow Williams 
pressed the Irwin riders and horses into 
immediate service. Nine cowboys and 
five horses left here on trucks for Ashton 
to corral the animals. 


SALT LAKE CITY—“The life you lead, 
the profession you follow, the work you 
do is a matter between yourself and 
Ged,” says Bonnie Jean Gray, cowgirl 
and trick rider, who is in the city with 
her string of six horses, several of which 
she has entered in the horse show to 
be held in connection with the Utah 
State Fair. Chief among the horses 
owned by Bonnie Gray !s a big cream- 
colored animal with almost white tail 
and mane.

“My love for horses, for the out of doors, 
the thrill of achievement, led me to 
abandon a musical career for which I 
was educated in the University of Idaho 
and from which I graduated, to go 
against the wishes of my parents and 
the advice of friends, and take up pro- 
fessicnal riding for my livelihood,” she 
sa'd. “I tried music earnestly. but found 
that in that profession but few of the 
many rose to the heights of fame, so I 
abandoned it and took up nursing for 
several years, but always found it a dif- 
ficult work, so 1 quit that and fol- 
lowed my natural instinct that has been 
with me since childhood, that of riding 
wild horses and doing trick riding, and 
in it I have attained the fame I sought 
and the excitemert I enjoy.

On the other 
hand, Allan Jeayes’ restraint is so studied 
that it is overdone, and the manner in 
which he weighs every word is equally at 
fault with the author in giving the play 
away too soon. James Vincent does 
fairly well as an oily Chinese law student, 
but the mixture of such a characteriza- 
tion with the real natives in the cast 
seems ill-advised. The other occidentals 
in the company, John Buckler, Mary 
Scott Seton, Eva Leonard-Boyne and 
Burton McEvilly, are all a little stilted 
and stiff, the last-named actor being 
excusably so as the corpse after the first 
few seconds the curtain is up. The 
foreign legation are quite Satisfactory.
